Firemen Plummer and Ellis re- 
ceived minor burns about the hands 
and face as a result of a fire which 
destroved 3 hen houses and an 
automobile on the property of Mr. 
Ralph Stevens, Woburn St. The 
fire started at 10:00 p.m. yesterday, 
with engines 1, 3 and 5 responding. 
Chief Boudreau stated that over 
2800 feet of hose were laid to the 
nearest hydrant. During the fire a 
50 gallon drum of range oil explod- 
ed adding havoc to the already 
blazing structures. 

Local authorities are conducting 
an investigation into the matter, 
It was reported, unofficially, that 
the fire started as a result of a 
short circuit. No estimate of the 
damage was available at press time 
today.

The Board of Registrars, under the chairmanship of Jo- 
seph Donovan, have prepared a plan, and submitted it to the 
Selectmen, dividing the town into six precincts. 

There are several comments that can be made about this. 
In the first place, why six? It is a fair question. We are told 
that the Registrars, and later the Registrars and Selectmen 
considered three, four and five precincts, and found them to be 
too unwieldly, from what they believed was the citizens point 
of view. 

But will six precincts cost too much money? That is a 
relative question. Some people think the town spends too 
much money, and some people would have it spend much more. 
At the present time the town pays a fair-sized corps of work- 
ers, each election day, to work up to 17 hours a day in the 
Town Hall. These hours may remain,and they may not. The 
corps of workers probably will increase. The rate of pay which 
ised to be 75 cents an hour, and, we understand has recently 
been increased to $1.00, may again be changed. : 

As things stand, there would be necessary, in each pre- 
cinct, probably six workers, maybe more. There would be a 
clerk, a deputy clerk, a warden, a deputy warden, and two in- 
spectors. Some of these would come from the present workers 
in the town hall. Some more would have to help. There are, 
we understand, two schools of thought concerning the workers 
in the precinct. Some persons have volunteered the opinion that 
perhaps volunteer workers will do the work, with no cost to 
the town. Other persons, equally sincere, state that to do this 
would be a mistake, and that all these workers should be 
paid. There is much to both arguments. 

‘These are questions that will have to be considered by the 
town. There are other things to be considered, at the same 
time. By the division gf this town into precincts, what are we 
doing? 
1. We are making it easier for every person to vote. This 
is the primary purpose of this proposed legislation, and one 
that is heartily endorsed by many people. 

2. The division of the town into precincts may lead to 
eventual representative town government. This is not an ar-

| gument for or against such an idea. It is, instead, merely an 


observation of a few interesting items. Those of us who attend 
annual town meetings can recall how the crowds pack Vil- 
lanova Hall. It has been pointed out that perhaps the town 
should biy or rent a circus tent, in a few years, if the annual 
town meetings continue to grow in attendance. The suggestion 
may have been facetious, but, there may be a germ of an 
idea there, or, at least a good joke. Representative Town 
Meeting might be in the cards, but the writer likes to be- 
lieve that every citizen who so cares to may attend Town 
Meeting. 

The question of accepting, or rejecting the Registrars 
recommendations is to come before the Town, in town meeting. 
If there is a special town meeting this summer or fall, it will 
come before the town then. If accepted, the precincts, will be 
then established on the 3ist of December. 

If on the other hand, no town meeting is held until 1952, 
the voting of course will have to be delayed, and under such) 
circumstances, if accepted, the precincts will then be estab- 
lished on December 3lst of that year. 

There will be some time yet before citizens will be asked 
to vote, time in which we can all consider the question.
